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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

IN THE CLAIMS: 

Cancel claims 35 and 36. 

Add new claims 37 and 38 below: 

37. A method for recording with a fluorescent ink containing at least a coloring 
material and an aqueous liquid medium for dissolving the coloring material, wherein the 
coloring material comprises C.I. Acid Red 52 and at least one direct dye, the content of 
the C.I. Acid Red 52 ranging from 0.1 to 0.4% by weight based on the total amount of 
the ink, the content of the direct dye ranging from 0.1 1 to 0.4% by weight based on the 
total amount of the ink, and the weight ratio of the direct dye to the C.I. Acid Red 52 
being not higher than 1 .6, wherein said fluorescent ink is applied to a recording medium 
from an ink supply means, wherein there is a gap between the ink supply means and 
the recording medium. 

38. The method of claim 37, wherein the ink is applied by ink-jet printing.
